The tim e is opportune to re-em ­ 
phasize supplem ental applications 
of fertilizer to farm crops. 
After the first cutting of alfalfa 
an application of phosphorus, pot­ 
ash, and baron will increase the 
yield m aterially 
for second and 
third cuttings this season. A good 
application ra te is 200 to 300 pounds 
per acre of 0-20 20 fertilizer supple­ 
mented with 30 to 40 pounds of o r ­ 
dinary borax to supply the baron. 
The borax m ay lie applied se p a r­ 
ately or it m ay be purchased a1* 
read y 
mixed with a com m ercial 
fertilizer such as 0-9-27. 
With the m oisture content of the 
soil so favorable to m axim um crop 
growth this spring fa rm e rs will find 
fine response to fertilizer ap p lic a­ 
tions. 
By adding nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus. potash, and limestone un­ 
der such favorable growing condi­ 
tions farm e rs will get m axim um 
benefit from the m aterial and will 
reduce substantially the production 
costs on crops 


Adding nitrogen to corn at the 
right stage will increase yields, but 
farm ers 
should 
re m e m b e r 
that 
there must be a balance m ain tain­ 
ed between nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potash. 
Do not throw in a lot 
of nitrogen if the other two cie 
m ents are not present in sufficient 
am ounts for balanced growth. 


With tractors getting alm ost daily 
use on the fa rm now that the busy 
season of the year is at hand, the 
o perato r ought to keep a sh arp eye 
on tires. 
Tires will last longer if 
they are inflated 
to the correct 
pressure 
The agricultural 
en gin eer’s ad 
vice is to invest in a tire gauge 
E stim ating the pressure by sight 
or by kicking the tire cannot be 
acc u ra te and is a poor substitute 
for the real instrum ent. 
Even a 
two-pound 
reduction 
in pressure 
will shorten tire life to 
consider­ 
able extent. 
For tractors the re a r tires usual­ 
ly carry eight to 12 pounds pros 
sure, deepnding on tire size and 
the weight tncy carry. 
Front tires 
usually are inflated to 30 pounds 
although to to 50 pounds pressu re 
m ay be required on heavy tractors 
when using 
front-mounted equip­ 
m ent such as manure loaders or 
dirt scoops 
lf available, alw ays follow the 
m an ufactu rer's 
recom m endations 
regarding correct air p ressure for 
tires. 
Hading too much pressure 
also is harm ful because it increases 
the risk of bruise d a m ag e in the 
tire. 


There still may be tim e to plant 
forage so rg h u m ' for su m m er and 
fall feed. This type crop com es in 
handy as a substitute for corn or 
soybeans when acreag e allotments 
for these have been filled, or when 
corn planting 
has been 
delayed 
g reatly or the corn severely dam 
aged. 
Sorghums m ay be planted 
until June 25 and produce excel­ 
lent crops 
Early m aturing va rie­
